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Empire State Weeklies, Inc. (3-CA-26884; 354 NLRB No. 91) Webster, NY, Oct. 5, 2009.  The 
Board affirmed the administrative law judge’s findings that the Respondent violated 
Section 8(a)(3) of the Act in discharging Ronald Foglia, and violated Section 8(a)(1) by 
unlawfully interrogating him, and unlawfully creating an impression that his union activities 
were under surveillance.  The Board, however, reversed the judge’s dismissal of the allegation 
that the Respondent violated Section 8(a)(1) by threatening Foglia’s son with unspecified 
reprisals.  The judge dismissed the allegation on the basis that the General Counsel failed to 
establish the exact date of the threatening statement, and thus the General Counsel failed to 
establish a satisfactory foundation for the allegation.  Contrary to the judge, the Board found that 
the General Counsel’s failure to establish the date of the statement did not prevent the Board 
from finding a violation where the content of the statement and the fact that it was made, are 
undisputed.  Moreover, the Board found, the Respondent’s statement constituted an unlawful 
threat of unspecified reprisals.  [HTML] [PDF]
